Prenatal Diagnosis of the Fetal RhD Blood Type Using a Single 
Fetal Nucleated Erythrocyte From Maternal Blood 


Prenatal diagnosis of the fetal RhD blood type can be made from a single fetal cell 
in maternal blood.

Natriuretic Peptide in Trisomic Fetuses 


In trisomic fetuses with increased nuchal translucency thickness, there is increased 
steady-state expression of cardiac natriuretic peptide mRNA.

Necrotizing fasciitis is a rare soft tissue infection that may occur in pregnancy and 
lead to overwhelming sepsis and mortality.

Non-immune fetal hydrops secondary to fetal hyperthyroidism may resolve after 
maternal treatment with propylthiouracil in a euthyroid gravida with Graves 
disease.
